COMPRESSION RELEASES OUT 
FOR FLATTRACK 2-STROKES 


I have enclosed a copy of a letter I 
received from Jules Horky that might 
interest you. I was prompted to inquire 
of the AMA about braking devices, when 
I found that to successfully compete 
against a two-stroke using a compres- 
sion release for braking, a four-stroke 
needed a brake. 

* Dear Mr. Curtis: 

“In regards to your questions con- 
cerning compression release as a brak- 
ing device, the rules are very specific 
and state that no brakes can be used in 
Class C racing. Since this compression 
release is used as a brake our interpre- 
tation would be that this would not be 
permitted. At the recent Indoor Short 
Track National held in Houston, there 
were several machines with compression 
releases or pads that rubbed on rear type 
tires and friction devices on flywheels. 
These were all disconnected since the 
committee felt that they were braking de- 
vices and therefore could not be per- 
mitted.

I don’t think it’s fair to handicap the 
two-strokes by taking away their biggest 
asset (their compression release brake) 
nor do I feel it's fair to run a four- 
stroke without equal stopping power. 
The only logical answer would be to 
allow everyone a brake, To allow a 
compression release on a two-stroke 
and a brake on a four-stroke wouldn’t be 
fair either because the compression re- 
lease would be a definite advantage.

ELLIOTT SCHULTZ SPEAKS OUT 
AS A PROFESSIONAL RACER 


My name is Elliott Schultz Jr. Pm a 
**sport" motorcycle racer who is trying 
along with thousands of other ‘sport’’ 
riders to become professional motor- 
cycle racers. Every letter that’s been 
sent to me by our great dictators some- 
where in Ohio keeps calling me a **sport'* 
motorcycle rider. It's true, sometime in 
the past I was a guy who rode for the 
sport of motorcycling. Then one day I 
thought, boy, it sure would be great to 
have all this fun and get paid for it, so I 
sent for a professional card which cost 
me $22.00 a year, thinking I would be 
in a club that would look after its mem- 
bers. Anyway, I thought if I could win 18 
races in a row like I had riding sporting 
events I could make maybe $20,000 a 
year, maybe even more (but surely no 
less). 

Well, back in 1964 I was lucky enough 
to win 44 races, 16 in arow, which I was 
proud of, Just for the record this is how 
much money I made (and this is riding 
for 100% — most guys have to split with 
their mechanic). I made $8000, I’m not 
bragging because honestly Pm ashamed 
of it, All this time I had a wife and two 
boys that were depending on me to take 


‘care of them and as many of you know 


you can get hurt awful easy at the speeds 
we go. 

My brother teaches math in Michigan. 
He said, ‘Elliott, in order for you to 
have the one-lap record at22.44 seconds 
you had to average 80.2 mph. This means 
for that one lap you would be going into 
the corner at somewhere around 95 
mph." So just for kicks, open your car 
door at 95 mph and jump out, Then may- 
be you’ll have some idea what it’s like to 
fall on a half-mile track going into a 
corner at 95 mph. What I’m trying tosay 
is Pm ashamed of taking that chance for 
only $8000. Now I think $38,000 would be 
more like it, Then if someone asked me 
what I do for a living I could stick my 
chest out and say "ri race motorcycles 
and I make $38,000 a year and I’m damn 
proud of it.” 

Тһеге?ге two reasons Pm writing this 
letter, One is because I tied for that 44 
wins with another fellow and I think that 
44 wins is the most anyone has ever won 
in one season at Ascot and Pd like for 
you to know how little we make and how 
the great dictators somewhere in Ohio 
are trying to make it even less, 

The other reason is I’m thinking that 
many sport riders and professionals and 
spectators think the MRI (Motorcycle 
Racers, Inc.) let them down as far as 
making money for the pro racers, This 
is not true, Did you know the MRI has 
had four meetings just to vote on if we 
should ride for 40% or not? And did you 
also know that it was voted each time 
almost 100% in favor of 40% or nothing, 
and that at the last meeting the vote was 
17 to ride for $2,100 and 59 not to ride 
unless it was 40%? Well, as it turned 
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out there were 18 Experts who belong to 
the MRI who rode and 47 Experts that did 
not ride because they knew they were not 
riding for 40%. Those that rode did so 
for $2,100; if it had been 40%, I’m 
guessing, but it should have been about 
$4,000. 

Most of the support not to ride unless 
we got paid a fair 40% came from the 
Amateurs and Novices, and all the years 
in the past the Amateurs and Novices 
have always looked up to the Experts and 
whatever they did. Well,this time. they 
did not, They are looking ahead for the 
day when a professional racer can make 
good money racing, and just think, I can 
remember when I was a Novice and 
couldn’t wait to become an Expert, Now 
I would be proud to be a Ni 
can at least look into the 
Experts and everyone that rode cannot 
see past their noses, 

There were 85 total entries Fri 
night so those 85 riders took it 
themselves to vote to ride for every 
rider in the whole country, riders m 
sure would have voted the same as I and 
the rest of the guys who voted inall four 
meetings not to ride unless we got paid 
a fair share of the money, and we feel 
that 40% is a fair share. So what has 
happened, instead of those 85 guys sup- 
porting us,the many thousands of people 
Pm sure want to see pro racers make 
more money have to support those 85. 
By this I mean we ALL have to race to 
put on a good show and you have to come 
and give your money to everyone but the 
racers who put on the show you like 
so much, 

Maybe you think that makes the MRI 
bad but Pll tell you this, If it were not 
for the MRI they would race Ascot for 
$900. Instead they are riding for $2,100 
and next week $2,400. All I can say is 
Pm proud to be a member of a group 
where you can vote instead of having 
someone dictate like those guys in Ohio. 

I love riding for spert. Along with many 
people I think it's one of the best sports 
in the world, but.I, like many riders, 
feel there is a difference between sport 
riding and professional racing — the 
difference being one you do for sport, the 
other you do for money. The only thing 
is, for some reason or another otir great 
dictators somewhere in Ohio do notknow 
the difference between the two. They 
keep calling me a sport and I keep tell- 
ing them Im a professional, This is what 
this letter is all about, If you love the 
sport as much as I love the profession, 
please write our great dictators some- 
where in Ohio and tell them the differ- 
ence between a sport and a profession, 
You along with all the professionals all 
over the UnitedStates can by your support 
get enough money into professional rac- 
ing to make it worth falling on a half- 
mile at 95 mph. 

One last thing. I'll write these figures 
down and you tell me if you think it's 
fair or not. You have a motorcycle that 
has 750cc and because it is a side-valve 
they (our great dictators) think it's fair. 
But if you have an engine that is an 
overhead valve, nota side-valve, youcan 
only run 500cc, They also think that's 
fair. Now someone built a 500cc engine 
called a two-cycle that has no valves at 
all, Our great dictators got to thinking, 
its 250cc smaller but they might get it 
going fast enough to beat this poor little 
undersize 750cc engine so we’ll have to 
slow it down somehow. Well, let's see. 
We could make them pull one plug wire 
but, no, someone might see that. Then 
someone though, ‘‘I know — they have a 
five-speed gearbox; we’ll make them run 
four speeds." That was good thinking be- 
cause it did slow them down. 

I wonder if someone built a 750cc 
engine with no valves at all if our great 
dictators somewhere in Ohio would think 
that was fair? I don’t really mind be- 
cause I race a 500cc engine and when I 
win and there’re lots of those 750cc jobs 
in the race I feel like a jockey must feel 
when he wins a handicap, 

Also, a 360cc motorcycle got 2nd, 
3rd and 11th at Daytona. I wonder what

Legislative Notebook

Assemblyman Leon Ralph. 


The ámendment to remove helmet and 
eye protection requirements from ‘‘the 
motorcycle bill,?? AB 289 was the joint 
effort of two young, liberal assemblymen, 
John Burton from San Francisco and 
Leon Ralph of Los Angeles. 

Assemblyman Ralph, who moved out 
the eye protection requirements is à 
first termer inthe legislature, He repre- 
sents the Watts, Compton, and Willow- 
brook areas with some precincts in 
Lynwood and South Gate in his district. 
He is no newcomer to the legislative 
process, however, having been previous- 
ly an Administrative Assistant to Jesse 
Unruh, Speaker of the Assembly. Before 
that he worked in the Aerospace industry 
as an Analyst. 

He is University of Colorado educated, 
a native of Virginia and has never yet 
ridden a motorcycle. 

*"[ didmt think the helmet provision 
was fair," he said after the hearing. 
“It discriminated against the motor- 
cyclist.” 

“І believe the licensing provision is 
good and is needed. It may cut down 
injuries and fatalities more than requir- 
ing helmets, goggles and other safety 
equipment, A lot of laws," he said, 
*don't serve any useful purpose. Some- 
times I think we get hung up on passing 
laws." 

Mr. Ralph said the safety equipment 
requirement sounded like a good idea at 
first, until he heard our side. After look- 
ing deeper into the situation, he felt that 
helmet wearing should be a personal- 
choice matter, not a legal requirement, 

The helmet domonstration was an 
excellent idea.” he continued. “It shot 
the bill right out of the water; and 
Assemblyman Foran knew it. You per- 
formed a tremendous service to the state 
and to the legislature. We are not cy- 
clists and were not aware of some of the 
practical problems.” 

Assemblyman Ralph’s young son owns 
a mini-bike and as we discussed the 
unique satisfactions of motorcycle riding 
he mentioned he had often thought of 
riding but some how had never found the 
opportunity. Perhaps the next time we 
provide a demonstration for the legisla- 
ture we should take motorcycles to go 
with the helmets.

How To Survive 


Riding around the course a half-hour 
after the last rider left the starting line, 
I came to realize that there were a lot 
of new riders out for the first or second 
time who:didn't know some of the basic 
rules of survival necessary for taking off 
in the^desei't:to go twenty miles away 
from ‘the pits. The following is a brief 
list of it@ms which a rider should have 
in case of trouble: 

1. A good.zope, so that he can be pulled 
in. if he breaks down, (and a.good friend 
with a bike to come out and get him), It 
is not the club’s obligation to come out 
and pulf a? bike in; the clean-up crew is 
to find out where you are and what you 
need to get out, and move on around the 
course. They are to find the rider who 
may be hurt and get him out right away, 
and let the pit crews go out for repairs. 
2. A canteen of water. 

3. Matches, in case a rider gets stuck 
and it gets cold. 

4, Basic small tools, as he may be able 
to fix the trouble and get back to the pits. 
A rider should always check his own 
bike over before going out — there have 
been a lot of flat tires because rim locks 
weren’t used. 

The Shamrocks M.C, was able to turn 
over a $400.00 check to the Mojave Hos- 
pital Fund, which the hospital people 
were happy to receive, The Trophy Pre- 
sentation will be held at the Sunland 
Park in Sunland at 8:30 p.m. on May 22, 
1968.

For many years the 16 million acres 
of federal public domain lands in Cali- 
fornia were pretty much ignored by 
everyone except a few sheepherders. 
But no more. 

Americans, and Californians particu- 
larly, have discovered the motorcycle, 
and they have also discovered public 
lands. The U.S. Department of Interior's 
Bureau of Land Managementestimates in 
a recent report that up to 450,000 per- 
sons have been involved in motorcycling 
on public lands in Southern California 
only. 

Fewer Northern Californians ride pub- 
lic lands, but this is because there are 
fewer public lands to ride on, 

As might be expected, the sudden in- 
flux of thousands of motorcyclists to 
areas where farmers had for years 
considered the land **theirs'' has cre- 
ated some problems. 

And oddly enough, the problem seems 
to be coming to a head in Northern, not 
Southern California, 

Complaints from ranchers in the Pa- 
noche Hills area south of Los Banos 
started the dialogue. Officials of San 
Benito County set up a meeting, and out 
of it was formed the San Benito County 
Subcommittee on Motorcycle-Livestock 
Problems, The committee is half stock- 
man and half cyclist in makeup. It met a 
second time April 10 in Hollister and 
has another meeting slated for May 8 in 
Hollister at 8 pim. in Veteran's Hall, 

A problem, anda blessing, considering 
the political power of rural California 
ranchers, is that no local body has 
jurisdiction. Public land is a federal af- 
fair, and the laws concerning it were 
made long before anyone thought about 
the sport of trail riding. 

Last week the motorcycle half of the 
San Benito subcommittee met with about 
30 representatives of cycle clubs at 
Hall's Cycle Center in Gilroy. Presiding 
were Pete Lomanto of Hollister, Lefty 
Miyanagi of Salinas and David Dubois of 
Hollister. 

“Were sort of a subcommittee,” 
Miyanagi said. ‘Government moves very 
slowly. It may take three to five years 
before Congress passes a law about 
public land use, but it could come in six 
months. Right now we need a working 
agreement with the ranchers, something 
we all can live with.” 

What riders want is as much access 
to tħe public lands at Panoche as possi- 
ble.. Presently, riding at Panoche is 
strictly limited, because private pro- 
perty surrounds the public lands and

The riders are handicapped by an in- 
formation gap. Panoche land is so mar- 
ginal that stock is only allowed to graze 
on it during “wet” years, and it is 
worth so little that ranchers get grass 
leases for seven cents per acre, 

Few surveys have ever been made, and 
even the Bureau of Land Management has 
been unable or unwilling to supply ac- 
curate maps of just what land is public, 
what is private and what is leased and 
what is not. Cyclists asking specific 
questions have been met with evasive: 
answers, 

For instance, there is a point where a 
90-degree corner of public land touches 
a public road in the Silver Springs area, 
Since a motorcycle tireisonly aboutfour 
inches wide, this would theoretically 
guarantee any rider access to the land, 

But the cyclists on the committee have 
So far been unable to find out just where 
that magic spot is. They hope that infor- 
mation will be forthcoming at the May 8 
meeting in Hollister, 

Another difficulty is that the land is 
divided in big squares, with public and 
private lands interspersed. If a rider 
refuses to leave privately-owned land, 
the rancher can sign a complaint and 
have him arrested. Yet it is nearly im- 
possible to know just what land is ver- 
boten, since even the Bureau of Land 
Management is hazy on the matter. 

The meetings will continue, and hope- 
fully a workable solution will be found, 
But clearly, the days of carefree riding 
at will over public land in Northern 
California, are numbered,

FOOTHILL HAWKS MLC. DIST. 37 CHAMPIONSHIP

Mike Patrick, #421x, on a 
250cc Yamaha turned the trick 
and made it two overall wins in a 
row on April 28. There was a 
large entry of 302 big bike riders 
ready to go on the rough cham- 
pionship course north of Mojave, 
Calif. At ten o’clock, the com- 
bined Open and 250cc riders were 
flagged off heading for the smoke 
bomb about three miles out, on 
flatopen territory with deep sand, 
but lots of room and no rocks to 
speak of.

At the smoke bomb, Larry Bergquist, 
#888x, on a red 250cc Bultaco, was 
leading the pack with Patrick running 
about tenth at that time. Bergquist held 
onto the lead all the way around the first 
loop which was thirty-two miles of deep 
sandy trails, with two sandy, rocky 
hills, a couple of narrow canyons, and a 
few up and down whoop-de-do’s, Patrick 
came into the pits third and got a quick 
gas check and was able to take the lead 
coming out of the pits. He held the lead 
all the way through the second and third 
loops to take the win three hours and 
five minutes of hard riding. 

Bergquist pulled in second with Steve 
Kirk, #27, blasting his big Triumph 
through the pack to third overall and 
first Open Expert. Don Bohannan, #158, 
and old-time rider of ten years ago, 
came out of retirement last year and 
pulled off a good ride to take fourth 
overall and second Open Expert. Al 
Baker, #13, also on a Triumph, looked 
real good clearing the long rocky hills 
in a feet-up style that earned him sixth 
overall and third Open Expert, Russ 
Darnell, #727x, took seventh on his 
250cc Greeves. George Zuber, #41x, was 
tenth and took the first 250cc Amateur 
honors on a Greeves, John Bailey, #852, 
was the first big bike Amateur on a 
500cc Bultaco and took twelfth overall. 
Earl Penny, #134x Greeves, was the first 
250cc Novice in, and took twenty-fifth 
overall, 

In the pits after the race, Patrick 
said: **I picked up this Yamaha at Crown 
Cycle ‘stock’ and it went real good in 
this rough stuff, but I got tired. Two 
loops would have been plenty for me, 
They sure gave us our money's worth.'' 
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Side-hacks found the long-hard grind gave 
them their money’ s worth. 


Trail Bikes 

There were 199 trail bikes ready to 
go fifteen minutes after the big bikes. At 
the drop of the banner, almost everyone 
got away. It was not real rough going 
because of the deep sand, third gear 
and maybe fourth if you could get on top 
of the sand. At the smoke bomb, it was 
Bob Belt on the main trail and James 
Jacklett, #11, on the high side to the left 
of the smoke, Belt was really flying 
and passed Jacklett after the smoke to 
hold the lead all by himself. 

After check #1, Eric Jensen, #7 on a 
Hodaka moved into second spot and Jack 
Morgan, #1 also on a Hodaka took over 
third. The trail bike leaders had to push 
their bikes up the last twenty feet of the 
steep hill because there were big bikes 
lying all over the hill and on the main 
trail. Jensen fouled a plug and dropped 
back. Belt also ran into trouble and had 
to give up the lead. By this time, the 
leaders, Morgan and Jacklett were head- 
ing into the pits. Just before they both 
reached the pits, Morgan had gearbox 
problems and never made it out of the 
pits. 

So now starting the second loop, Jack- 
lett had a good lead ail to himself and 
held it for the entire thirty-two miles 
and pulled into the finish line the winner. 
Larry Mulock #60 took second and was 
the first Amateur in on his Hodaka.

Hugh Gipe #588 was right behind 
him also on a Sachs and took sixth and 
was the second Amateur to finish.

There is nothing like bench 
racing the night before a race around 
the campfire, then getting up at dawn 
when some nut fires up a. two stroke, 
It’s the only way to go!

Also, 
the Rescue number 3 crew was there 
until after dark and they did a real good 
job helping guys out.

Sunday, April 21, was one of those 
rotten days for racing. It was overcast, 
which gave the photographers fits, andit 
was too cold for comfortable spectating 
and too warm for comfortable racing.

Thirty minutes and 8 
exhausted laps later the setting dust 
showed Larry Cook first, Don Grieve 
second, and Rich Walden copping third.

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The lightweights were on the starting 
line before the trailbikes finished their 
first moto and there was a little delay 
before they were off, Most of them had 
watched the trailbike start and they kept 
away from the ditch. Then came a short 
straight that funneled down to a tight 
left turn at the bottom of a steeep jump. 

After the jump was a hard right turn 
onto the course which immediately 
dropped into a big ditch and then shot 
nearly straight up over the jump, A hard 
left and Bob Riley had the lead on his 
Greeves with Jimmy Stein starting to 
gain as they wound through the “S’’ turn 
and up the long uphill, Across the top of 
the hill they went, then down the long 
firebreak with the steep sandy sectionat 
the bottom Riley began to pull away. A 
couple more turns were followed by 
rolling hills about 75 feet apart on the 
tops but the bottoms were almost a “V” 
and really jarred the riders, The course 
turned past some trees, dropped into a 
gulley, went across a short straight and 
up the side of a hill. Then into second 
and turn right hard, bounce down the hill 
for about forty yards, fly off the end of 
the hill and’ land about 30 or 40 feet later. 

Easing off to the left they swing around 
to the right over two small sandy hills 
then down the second hill into a hard left 
at the bottom and up the side of another 
short steep hill. The riders fly over the 
top of this and, as they land, turn right, 
go down through a dip into an easy left 
turn, then a hard right and left and down 
the straight past the finish line. Just as 
they reach top speed they have finished 
one lap and have to grab both brakes to 
slow enough to survive the ditch. Stein’s 
Husky really gained on Riley’s Greeves 
down the straight and he almost caught 
the leader but Riley beat him to the **S'* 
turn and managed to pull away again in 
the turns with Husky-mounted Dave Flet- 
cher third. 

Things remained the same during the 
second lap but in the third Stein did a 
bad thing while coming over a hill and 
put his Husky out of business. On the 
fourth lap Jimmy Thomas. (Greeves) 
finally managed to get past Jim Piette 
(Kawasaki) for third. Riley was way out 
in the lead and then, on the final lap, 
Thomas passed Fletcher to take second 
behind Riley. 

The Heavyweight class started 
smoothly and David Hernandez grabbed 
the lead on his 360 Husky and held it for 
one lap only to break down on the second, 
leaving Triumph-mounted Jim Bruns in 
the lead until John Bailey edged his

Bultaco past and pulled away to take the 
win, BSA-mounted Bill Kruger made it 
an easy third place as the positions re- 
mained the same throughout the re- 
maining laps. 

Don Grieve grabbed an early lead in 
the second trail moto with Roeseler right 
on his tail, Larry Cook was trying toget 
around Engleking into third spot but 
Engleking wasn’t having any of it until 
the second lap when he did a wrong thing 
and wound up seventh. Alan Giuliany was 
now third on his Zundapp followed close- 
ly by Ron Grieve. The positions re- 
mained much the same until Hook broke 
his chain on the third lap putting Engle- 
king back in sixth, The lead was still 
being battled out as Don Grieve led 
Roeseler into the last lap but Roeseler 
out-rode the more powerful Hodaka and 
managed to pass with a half-lap remain- 
ing to win the second moto. 

Dave Fletcher took the lead at the 
start of the second 250 moto but Riley 
was soon in the lead with Jim Close and 
Jimmy Thomas 3rd and 4th. Thomas got 
by Close in the second lap, Fletcher hung 
on Riley's tail and would almost pass him 
in the long straight only to have Riley 
pull away in the turns. Then, on the 4th 
lap, Fletcher's Huksy let him down, 
giving Riley an easy win with Thomas 
second followed by Close and Bill 
Turner. 

Due to the lack of competitors in the 
Heavyweight class (there were no 650s 
entered) the riders decided to rum only 
two motos and the Bushmasters agreed 
to this providing the second moto was 
45 minutes long. 

When the starter waved the flag John 
Bailey was gone with Norm MeDonald 
trying vainly to catch him. Wayne Pres- 
cott had bad luck when his Triumph 
wouldn't start and had about a 30-second 
handicap to overcome. David Hernandez 
was in third place with Jim Bruns close 
behind. David's Husky lasted only one 
lap and then Bruns moved up to third 
place. McDonald's Greeves brought him 
grief on the third lap and the remaining 
riders moved up one position, By now 
Prescott had taken over third. The posi- 
tions remained the same to the end with 
Bailey taking the win followed by Bruns 
and Prescott. 

The field leading from the start to 
the first jump is bordered on the left by 
a road, and beside the road is a small 
ditch. After the starter waved his flag 
for the third trail moto a total of four 
machines went down in a pile-up in a 
small ditch beside the road. 

In the fourth lap Cook caught Ron 
Grieve but couldn’t pass him and they 
both managed to get around Kellogg. 
In the fifth lap, Cook fell while trying to 
avoid hitting a slower machine, giving 
Ron the breather he needed and he held 
onto 4th for the remaining laps. Don 
Grieve and Roeseler were still fighting 
for first when they went into the last lap 
but by now they were lapping some riders 
for the second time and this proved 
Roeseler’s downfall, Slower machines 
held him back, and Don came in for a 
well deserved win, 


Bob Riley ‘took the lead right at the 
start of the third lightweight moto and 
ran away from the pack to take an easy 
first place finish. Joe Mulleneaux wasin 
second as they came around for the first 
lap followed by Jimmy Thomas and Bill 
Turner, Thomas got by Mulleneaux on 
the second lap and the first four posi- 
tions never changed after that. Jim 
Piette rode a smooth quick race and 
remained in 5th for the entire race, 
followed across the finish line by Dave 
Fletcher and Jim Close. 

The Bushmasters have found a good 
place for moto-cross racing and if they 
can obtain a lease on the land there will 
be many more races there in the future.

NATIONAL EDUCATION ASSOCIA- 
AND INDUSTRY TO DEVELOP 
MOTORCYCLE RIDER EDUCATION 


A joint effort to develop motorcycle 
rider education source materials and 
standards specifically adapted for usein 
public schools has been announced by the 
National Commission on Safety Educa- 
tion of the National Education Associa- 
tion and the Motorcycle, Scooter and 
Allied Trades Association, 

The joint announcement of the new 
program was made by Dr. Norman Key, 
Executive Secretary of the Commission 
on Safety Education, and Paul L, Mc 
Crillis, Director of Governmental Rela- 
tions for MS&ATA, at a meeting of the 
Advisory Committee of the trade asso- 
ciation in New Orleans. 

*'The need fora rider education course 
for motorcycle operators has become 
more and more acute in the last decade, 
concurrent with the significant increase 
in the number of two-wheeled vehicles,” 
Dr. Key stated, ‘‘Even in communities 
where local efforts have been made to 
establish programs there has been a 
dearth of adequate and authoritative

source material on which to base a 
sound program of motorcycle instruc- 
tion,’’ 

The motorcycle industry association 
plans to underwrite developmental costs 
as a means of discharging its responsi- 
bility to the users of its products, ac- 
cording to Walter Davidson, Chairman 
of the Governmental Relations Commit- 
tee of the industry association. 

“The motorcycle industry believes 
that a well-planned motorcycle driver 
education program would be a most sig- 
nificant factor in reducing cycle acci- 
dents and injuries," Davidson said. 

«If these auto driver education pro- 
grams can be effective, there seems to 
be no reason why a similar program of 
motorcycle instruction would not yield 
similar results,’ Dr. Key observed, 

Officials of both NEA and MS&ATA 
are studying specific proposals as to 
the most effective way to develop a high 
quality program, McCrillis pointed out. 
It is expected that many educators and 
other experts in traffic safety will be 
requested to pool their knowledge in 
order to complete this project, he con- 
cluded.

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CITY OF HOPE TOUR REWARDING FOR ROAD RIDERS

Twenty-five representatives from the 
Southern California Road Riders” Com- 
mittee broke bread with patients at the 
City of Hope National Medical Center 
and toured the hospital and research 
facilities at Duarte, California, Sunday, 
April 7. 

Mel Heininger, Executive Coordinator 
of the multi-million dollar, 92-acre, 
pilot medical center, explained that the 
City of Hope was not a general hospital 
nor an emergency facility and thus was 
shut down on weekends except for patient 
services. Because of this the motor- 
cyclists could mosey throughand eyeball 
areas normally available to‘«Authorized 
Personnel Only.'' 

Eighty-five percent of the riders at- 
tending were new to the RRC since the 
last tour three or four years ago. They 
found it a richly rewarding experience 
and gave new meaning to the annual City 
of Hope Spring Tour that the RRC spon- 
sors every April. They learned that the 
National Medical Center was one of the 
top five research centers in the country 
and the only western facility ranking 
with such eastern names asi Mayo, An- 
derson Institute and Betheseda., 

Many of the riders were surprised to 
learn that the City of Hope was actually 
4 hospitals im one, though it began with 
treatment of tuberculosis. As T.B. fell 
from first to seventh in the list of prime 
killers of man, that wing of the City was 
expanded to include all chest diseases 
and conditions. 

Other wings to develop were the Cancer 
and the Blood, which have erroneously 
come to be associated solely with Leuke- 
mia and the children. The latestfunetion 
of the City of Hope is Genetics, to which 
60 laboratories of the new $2 million 
Lippman-Graff Building are devoted. 

Many of the riders visiting the Center 
for the first time learned that the word 
*eharity'' is forbidden within the walls 
of the facility. “No patient ever pays at 
the City of Hope," Heininger told the 
cyclists, ‘‘But the patient is never sub- 
jected to the indignity of “charity” by 
either word or deed. That is one of the 
precepts the center is founded on. The 
other two are ‘non-sectarian’ and ‘ad- 
ministration on the highest level of 
human dignity.’ ”’ 

RRC Referee Bill Miller asked Heinin- 
ger, “Who plays God? Who decides who 
gets into the City of Hope and who 
doesn't." 

Heininger explained, ‘‘There are two 
classes of people who are not generally 
served by the City of Hope. They arethe 
rich who can afford to hire all of the 
services that the Medical Center can 
provide and the indigent who are provided 
for by the government, All others who 
suffer with what the Center specializes 
in, are not terminal cases, and are 
referred by their doctor can find hopeat 
the Medical Center." 

Mr. Brenn of the Knights M.C, asked 
if research was the prime purpose at 
the Center. Heininger replied that while 
research was of great importance and 
accounts for much of the fame, 8 million 
of the 11 million dollar per year budget 
was spent on patient care. Over 50,000 
patients a year are treated as out- 
patients and 2,500 per year in beds. 

Moving from the out-patient center, 
the riders took a short detour into the 
chest wing where, under strict admoni- 
tions for total silence, they observed 
wall to wall carpeting (cheaper to clean 
and maintain that any tile), vinyl wall 
and ceiling coverings (easier to sterilize 
tham conventional construction), over- 
stuffed furniture, and dual air condition- 
ing and purifier systems. that thoroughly 
filter out smog, pollen, and bacteria. 

“That is the hospital of the future," 
Heininger told the cyclists when they 
emerged from the wing, ‘No noise, 
comfortable surroundings with each 
room wired so any patient cam be moni- 
tored by computers thatcamnote changes 
in physical conditions 30 times faster 
than a human.

The equipment in the Pulmonary Function Laboratory immediately reminded the representatives 
of all the hot air expelled in RRC meetings, But everything here serves a useful purpose. 
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Visitors were impressed with all facets the vast City of Hope complex, 
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Most of the 92 acres at 


the immaculate Medical Center are tastefully landscaped, adding a pleasant view for patients. 


The most fascinating part of the tour 
was looking at the radiation chambers 
with their spiral corridors and mirror 
viewing systems. The radiating machines 
resembled something froma science fic- 
tiom scene, but each rider knew they 
were very real and very important to 
the patients who owe their lives to the 
monstrous hulks. 

“Tf we mortals were so much as to 
open the door to surgery, it would take 
two days: to wash down and decontamin- 
ate the place," Heininger commented as 
he led the cyclists. past the portals where 
open heart surgery was developed andis 
now commonplace. 

In the X-ray department, the 25 
riders literally jammed a small room to 
inspect a huge fluoroscopic scanner cost- 
ing $122,000 and capable of making mo- 
tion pictures, remote television display 








The final stop was at Hope Auditorium 
where the proceeds of previous Spring 
Tours have sponsored and paid for a 
complete sound system, Suitable not only 
for the normal stage functions of am 
auditorium, the motorcyclists’ contri- 
bution to the City of Hope features a 
sophisticated multiple microphone set- 
up that is used by scientists and re- 
searchers who come from all over the 
world to attend conferences: and semin- 
ars and participate in the more than 100 
research projects under way at the City 
of Hope. 

Representatives of the Road Riders 
Committee hope to realize sufficient 
proceeds from the ‘68 Spring Tour to 
make a significant contribution to the 
children's wing where just one day's 
care costs $285 — yet no patient has 
ever paid a penny for care at the City 
of Hope. 
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Visiting riders were the guests of the City of Wope for dinner, and enjoyed the same tasty fare 


as the patients, prepared in immaculate stainless steel kitchens. 


and instant replay from video tape. 

Following dinner, where the riders 
shared the same menu with the patients, 
some of the group stepped into the kitchen 
and admired the magnificent sight of 
shining stainless steel, with separate 
areas headed by individual chefs, each 
responsible for his specialty, Electronic 
ovens, just now gaining public accept- 
ance, have been used in the City of Hope 
kitchen for over 10 years. 

The group them toured the research 
laboratories, peering through small win- 
dows of lccked doors at sophisticated 
electronic computers carrying on ex- 
periments, sensing, measuring, and 
printing out data to be evaluated when 
the scientists returned from their week- 
end, The reps were privileged to inspect 
at close hand, two electron microscopes, 
items few people ever get to see, 

A quick pass through the Genetic re- 
search building brought the riders to the 
23-unit motel that is available to family 
and relatives of the City of Hope bed 
patients. Although generally rented at 
the going price of motels in the area, 
Heininger recounted one instance when 
a room was made available to a 
**strapped" husband of a patient for a 
dollar.

PROFILE: GENE MEYER’S 
CYCLE CENTER

One of the finest motorcycle service 
shops in the Puget Sound area is atGene 
Meyer’s Cycle Center in Renton, Wash- 
ington, Denny Deusen, the service man- 
ager, has had twenty years experience 
in the motorcycling sport. He has worked 
with some of the top competitors in the 
area, ‘In 1959, for example,” Denny 
said, “I did a lot of tuning for Bob 
Budschat.We traveled to meetsthroughout 
Washington, Oregon and Idaho.’’ 

Denny’s service shop is probably the 
best equipped shop of its kind in the 
Seattle-Tacoma area. “Even a crank- 
shaft from a warranty machine only stays 
in for two days," Denny said, ‘‘We have 
complete crankshaft rebuild on all twins 
and are the only shop around this area 
which can do this at the present time. 
The shop is completely air operated, We 
have an Alpha- Tru for crankshafts, bor- 
ing bars, arc and acetylene welders, 
new Quick-Way valve equipment and a 
South Bend lathe.’” 





Denny Denson 


Denny is expert on BSA, Triumph, 
Harley-Davidson and the Japanesebikes, 
He worked for two and one-half yearsas 
a mechanic in the first Honda shop inthe 
area. “Jim Dunn also- helps me out in 
the shop," Denny said. **Jim is one of 
the best two-stroke tuners in this area. 
Last year he went to Daytona on his own 
rig, completely sponsored himself and 
ran the 7th fastest novice time there, He 
was running tenth in the novice event 
when his alternator exploded and put him 
out. He has won the Junior Canadian 
National Road Race Championship.’’ 


«І used to race," Denny continued. 
“My first attempt at road racing was at 
Abbotsford, Canada and it cost me $600. 
I finally made amateur then decided it 
was too expensive. After finishing the 
1959 season I decided to give up motor- 
cycling completely because it was so 
expensive and took me away from my 
family so much. So I got all heated up 
about skin diving and sunk $300 into 
equipment. I told myself that skin diving 
was going to take the place of racing. I 
could take the family along and spend 
some time with them, Well, I tried itfor 
two years. Hell, I never even learned to 
swim. One day I loaned my equipment to 
a fellow and he sold it, left the country 
with the money and I never didhear from 
him again. I went right back to motor- 
cycling. You can’t quit once you’re in it. 
Nothing really takes the place of racing 
and setting up a bike.” 

Denny owned his first bike when he 
was 17. “That was way back in 1947,” 
he said. “I bought a ‘46 Indian Chief and 
almost crashed getting ithome, That was 
in the good old days before the govern- 
ment decided to protect everybody from 
themselves. Not that there’s anything 
wrong with the laws, the laws are all 
right but they should be suggestions in- 
stead of laws. A lot of old time riders 
don’t like helmets for street riding, I 
probably rode over a 100,000 miles be- 
fore.I put a helmet on for street riding, 
now I wouldn't go out without one, But I 
don't want anyone telling me I have to 
wear one! I want to decide with my own 
head how much protection I need." 

“However,” Denny added, ‘ʻI think 
these laws are coming about because of 
Federal push and I doubt if there is any 
way to change the situation, It’s like a 
bully talking to a little kid— do as I say, 
or else! I don’t believe there are enough 
serious motorcyclists to successfully 
lobby.

by Tom Madlem. In the 200cc Amateur 
class it was Ron McGuire aboard a 
100cc Hodaka that took the big win. Ron 
completely dominated the 200 class, 
with some mighty fine riding. He man- 
aged to swoop the riders in both his heat 
race and the Main Event, 

The 250 Novice race had its usual 
series of pile-ups and spills which have 
made it one of the wildest and most ex- 
citing classes.

MECHANICS COURSE

They rode in — one by one and at dif- 
ferent times — from New York, New 
Jersey, Illinois and a few from Califor- 
nia, They all drove into Los Angeles on 
their cycles. 

It Sounded like anold western badlands 
movie or a modern day motorcycle gang 
in the making, But these weren’t cow- 
boys or hoodlums. They were clean cut, 
well mannered and all had a high school 
diploma or its equivalent. These were 
the initial students to comprise the first 
two-year accredited junior college 
course of Motorcycle Mechanics in the 
United States, at Los Angeles Trade 
Technical College, one of the largest 
junior trade colleges in the country. 

The course started in April of 1967 
with only four students. Now, one year 
later, there are a total of 20 day students, 
as well as 20 night students enrolled. 
Teaching these raw recruits is the job 
of Douglas L. Christopher. The school 
administration had planned such a course 
for several years and was very anxious 
to get it started, The school’s anticipa- 
tion of a good class was further heigh- 
tened by the promises of many, motor- 
cycle manufacturers and importers — 
Honda, Harley-Davidson, Yamaha, BSA, 
Triumph, BMW and several other known 
brand names — who pledge to aid in 
supplying special tools, motorcyclesand 
other warranty parts. Now the course is 
finally on its feet, due to the hard work 
of the school faculty and the industry 
behind it. 

Becoming a student is easy enough: 
None of those already taking the course 
found any difficulty getting in. However, 
just sitting down in the room doesn’t 
mean that you've got it made, There isa. 
lot more to this course than just snapping 
a crescent wrench and turning. This is 
a two-year course and a student must 
have patience, because the curriculum is 
varied. Its goal isn't to createa 20- week 
mechanic who can work on one model and 
merely be a parts replacer. This course 
is designed to turn out a motorcycle 
technician...one who has all the qualities 
of a master mechanic along with the 
charm and ability to communicate with 
the buying public, In reality, a man as 
capable in the front of the shop as the 
back, or even capable of owning the shop. 

The motorcycle student must buy his 
own hand tools to use in the classroom, 
Upon first entering the class, the student 
is handed a list of necessary tools which 
he must have for the course, The list 
stresses expensive lifetime guaranteed 
tools, because a tool must lasta lifetime 
to a mechanic and not just three or four 
years. The cost of the tool list is $250.00 
However, this price is deceiving. One 
must get an adequate toolbox to house 
his tools. Several of the students have 
rollaway tool boxes that run over the 
$125.00 mark, and this seems to be the 
trend. There are many other tools that 
aren't on the list that a good mechanic 
must have. One should look forward to 
spending at least $500.00 for his tool 
expense, Remember, that a motorcycle 
mechanic can't get by on one set of tools 
like a plumber or electrician, A student 
must have three sets of tools; one for 
American machines, one for English 
machines, and one for machines using 
the metric system, 

Our classroom isn’t much to look at 
at the present time, but it’s getting better. 
We spend five hours a day, five days a 
week there, It’s a one main room area 
with rooms for lockers and special tools. 
Our most prized possession is a lathe, 
We have two valve grinders and three 
solvent tanks, We have many other tools 
that are made available to us by means 
of a check-out tool crib made available 
for all the shop areas. Our instructor has 
incorporated his eight years of experi- 
ence in the industry to do his best with 
what we have and set up our classroom 
into a motorcycle shop. 

The motorcycle students do actual on- 
the-job type work, Customers bring their 
bikes through the door where they are 
then greeted by the class foreman of the 
week. The foreman writes upa worksheet 
as would a shop service manager or 
service writer. He rolls the bike to an 


out of the way area and then consults the 
instructor on the work order. Together 
they decide which student or students are 
capable, free, and ready for the assign- 
ment, When the machine is assigned, the 
student works on it within his own area, 
free to ask any questions necessary to 
complete the job. However, the questions 
must be those not answered in the ser- 
vice manuals. The students must workin 
clean white uniforms and conduct them- 
selves at all times in a business-like 
way. They are expected to apply all 
available knowledge. The whole concept 
of this course is to get a student work- 
ing in a shop atmosphere so that when 
graduation rolls around, it won’t be a 
student going from the classroom into 
the shop, but rather a mechanic going 
from one shop to another. 


Work in the classroom is varied, It 
isn’t unusual for students to be working 
on lawnmower or outboard engines. The 
instructor stresses that the mechanic 
must have the ability to adapt to any 
particular motor. He repeatedly points 
out in the daily hour lecture period that 
changing engine designs and new models 
of cycles constantly being produced de- 
mand mechanics who have the ability to 
work with a wide variety. 

Every new course starting out has its 
problems, and this one is no exception, 
It should be remembered that this is the 
first time any city action has ever 
formed a college course on motorcycle 
mechanics anywhere in the United States, 
so there was no example for the school 
system to follow. We have much at our 
disposal as far as equipment, but itdoes 
not meet the demands of a cycle class. 
Right now we have many valuable auto- 
motive testers and devices which are 
being replaced by all new motorcycle 
equipment, We still need more special 
tools to work with, and have been assured 
that we will have them shortly. As yet 
we don't have a test ride area due to the 
insurance requirements necessary. But 
with all these points, we find that we 
are making progress. 

The class has a bright future to look 
forward to. Already the school adminis- 
tration is starting to get the motorcycle 
representatives organized in their back- 
ing of this course. It is expected thatthe 
motorcycle importers will recruittheir 
mechanics from those who graduate the 
course. Tools that we need to work on 
the cycles are coming in right now, Soon 
we expect to get more shop working 
area. We expect to be getting many more 
bikes to work on as soon as we build up 
a shop reputation, Those now enrolledin 
the course can see the future develop- 
ments. 

The motorcycle industry is growing 
rapidly, faster than ever anticipated here 
in the United States. The need for expert 
cycle mechanics is evident. One need 
only walk into a shop to find out how 
great the demand is. Those who gradu- 
ate this class will find that there is a 
place for them in the industry. The me- 
chanic will go into a shop or cycle or- 
ganization where he will earn a decent 
living. He will become one of the few 
people in life who enjoys the work he 
does, and it’s all starting now, right 
here at Los Angeles Trade Technical 
College's Motorcycle Mechanics class.

He 
won his heat and bested Burres and Wil- 
liams in the dash for gold; local 38q 
Bob Fuller, always trying hard; Mark 
Fortier, just up from Amateur ranks, 
transferred to Main via semi; and crowd 
favorite T.L. Hoglan, an Expert for a 
bunch of years, to the Main also via 


““Gné re-start and a plug change later 
off the Experts storm, greying Mr, 
Davis on his Triumph grabbing the lead 
while Burres, Williams, Fortier, and 
Hoglan drop in behind. Davis, Burres, 
and Williams charge around and around, 
Davis beginning to tire and Williams 
looking impatient.

A warm day full of sunshine, top talent 
like we saw perform, and a motorcycle 
club that obviously knows what its doing 
really starts the T'T season off right. 
Looks like another good year, full of 
surprises and many good races.
